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Two Sides of the Wage Question 


N a recent article inspired by the demands of railway men 
for wage increases, Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale Uni- 
versity sets forth a number of comparisons that are just as 
pertinent to other industries and which should be generally 
realized. 

“For capital and labor alike,’ says Prof. 
dollar buys much less than before the war. 
markets the dollar today buys what 63 cents bought before | 
the war. In cost of living the dollar now goes as far as 59 
cents went then.” 

Railway men are asking for a restoration wages to| 
conform to the highly inflated figures of 1920, basing their 
plea on the need of having wages keep pace with the cost of 
living. Prof. Fisher shows that while living costs now are 
68 per cent. above the pre-war status, railway men’s wages 
are now 95 per cent. above the 1914 level. In other words, 
the railway man today has a surplus 27 per cent. above his} 
living necessities, compared with what he had in 1914. 

This same condition applies to other industries. 
The automotive manufacturer’s dollar has shrunk 
in purchasing equally with that of the railway 
operator. The automotive wage has increased, until 
the factory operative or mechanic has now fully a 
30 per cent. surplus over living expenses. 

BUT the railway industry's prices for trans- 
portation are higher than they were in 1914, 
whereas the automotive industry has been able to 
reduce the prices of its products 33 per cent. below 
the level that obtained in 1914. In this respect the 
automotive industry is practically alone, the cost of 
almost every other manufactured product having 
risen by 50 per cent. over the pre-war level.
